Proposed Agreement 


Greenbelt Station Development 

The proposed agreement between the City of Greenbelt 
(City) and Metroland Developers, LLC/Greenbelt Metropark, 
LLC, (MD/GM) is summarized below. 

e The parties acknowledge that the project is intended to be 
a mixed use, transit oriented development but that some flex- 
ibility should be provided to modify the mix of uses in re- 
sponse to changing market conditions. The development and 
mix of uses shall be in conformance with the following: 

South Core: 

e Up to 983 housing units and 115,000 sq. ft. gross floor 
area of neighborhood — serving retail and including at least two 
of the following three land use types: residential, neighborhood 
commercial and office. 

North Core: 

e A mix of residential, retail, office and hotel uses with 30-60 
percent residential, based upon total gross floor area (up to 
1,267 housing units); 10-40 percent retail (up to 1.1 million sq. 
ft.); and 25-60 percent office (up to 1.2 million sq. ft.). Up to 
300 hotel rooms may be constructed (and included in the square 
footage limits for retail.) 

e The city shall be afforded approval authority of all plans and 
revisions requiring approval, including detailed site plans, sign 
plans, grading, sediment and erosion control plans. If the Prince 
George’s County Planning Board and/or the District Council ap- 
prove a detailed site plan with conditions which require modifi- 
cations of the detailed site plan approved by the city, such ap- 
proval (by the county) shall not constitute a violation of the 
agreement, provided that MD/GM did not solicit, proffer or oth- 
erwise initiate a conflicting or countermanding decision. 

e MD/GM will, within 60 days of approval of the agreement, 
file a petition to annex the South Core to the city and will pay 
the associated engineering and legal costs. 

¢ MD/GM will promptly file a petition to annex any lands 
adjacent to the city that are acquired as part of the develop- 
ment, not including land located on the opposite side of 
Branchville Road or Greenbelt Road. 

¢ MD/GM will provide $720,000 for the phased funding of an 
additional six police officers for the Greenbelt Police Department. 

e The city will have sign plan approval. 

e The city will agree to the abandonment of the Cherrywood 
Lane right-of-way, up to the culvert bridge located approxi- 
mately 400 feet west of the intersection of Metro Access Drive 
and Cherrywood Lane. 

Recreation: 

e The developers will dedicate to the city approximately 1.5 
acres of land for recreational, police or other public use. MD/ 
GM shall also seek modification to its agreement with the State 
of Maryland to permit transfer of the remaining open space as 
set forth in the purchase agreement with the state, to be dedi- 
cated to the city, per that agreement. MD/GM shall remove 
junk, trash, debris, rubbish and invasive wetland plants from 
any area dedicated to the city. 

¢ MD/GM will invest $2 million for public recreation facili- 
ties in the project area and will invest $1.1 million in onsite 
public recreation facilities, such as trails, playgrounds, sitting 
areas or other facilities or improvements. 

Transportation and Infrastructure: 

e MD/GM shall fund intersection improvements including 
evaluation and design costs, as directed by the city, at the in- 
tersection of Metro Access Drive and Cherrywood Lane up to 
the cost for a traffic signal. 

e MD/GM shall construct a sidewalk and/or trail along 
Cherrywood Lane from Metro Access Drive to Breezewood 
Drive and provide $500,000 to the city to be used for beauti- 
fication and/or right-of-way improvements on Cherrywood Lane. 

e MD/GM will establish and either fund or establish a con- 
tinuing funding mechanism for a trolley/tram or similar light 
transit system to connect the North and South Cores. 

¢ MD/GM agrees to contribute $10 million toward the con- 
struction of modifications to the Beltway (I-95/I-495) interchange 
at the Greenbelt Metro Station to provide a full access inter- 
change. The city agrees not to oppose the inclusion of the 
project in the consolidated Transportation Plan, funding of the 
project with state and/or federal funds and construction with ap- 
proved alternative(s). 

¢ MD/GM will contribute $500,000 to the city for improve- 
ments to the existing police station or for construction of a 
new facility within the project area. 

Environmental Protection: 

e MD/GM shall use all measures available to minimize the dis- 
turbance of wetlands and other environmentally sensitive areas.

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Council Reviews Terms of New 
Agreement on Metroland Site 


At its regular meeting on 
March 14, the Greenbelt City 
Council dealt with a new pro- 
posed agreement on_ the 
Greenbelt Metro Station devel- 
opment. Greenbelt city staff and 
the representatives of Metroland 
Developers, LLC, have been ne- 
gotiating the terms of a new 
agreement to resolve the city’s 
longstanding concerns. 

Council will take up the agree- 
ment at its March 28 regular meet- 
ing for final action and approval. 

Just over a year ago, the city 
was involved in negotiations 
with the developer with the ob- 
jective of settling the city’s then- 
pending legal challenges to the 
project approvals granted by the 
county. According to city offi- 
cials, those earlier negotiations 
failed when the developer with- 
drew critical elements of the 
agreement. 

These new negotiations have 
been going on since early Janu- 
ary following the court-ordered 
reversal of the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board and Dis- 
trict Council approvals last sum- 
mer of the conceptual site plan 
and preliminary plan of subdivi- 
sion for the project. With the 
court reversal, the city has been 
able to negotiate a new agree- 
ment that, if approved, would in- 
crease the city’s influence over 
the development plan, ensure en- 
vironmental protections, reduce 
the density of the development 
and secure significant developer 
contributions for public safety,

recreation amenities, streetscape 
and urban design improvements 
and additional open space. 

The new agreement would 
also guarantee the city’s option 
to annex the entire southern por- 
tion of the development. The 
northern portion of the develop- 
ment planned for the existing 
Metro property is already within 
city limits. (Highlights of the 
draft agreement can be found at 
left.) 

A Partnership? 

Following an overview pre- 
sentation by Celia Craze, 
Greenbelt’s director of planning 
and community development, on 
the elements contained in the 
agreement, representatives of the 
developers provided their per- 
spectives. In response to Mayor 
Judith Davis’ question on how 
they felt about the draft agree- 
ment, Attorney Norman Rivera 
responded, “Dan Colton, Sandi 
Gallagher and I have been work- 
ing with the city’s staff for a 
long time. We agree to all 49 
points (in the agreement) and 
would sign it now. We have 
seen the light.” 

Dan Colton of Metroland De- 
velopers, LLC, reiterated Rivera’s 
comments. He thanked everyone 
for the hard work over the past 
14 weeks, noting that he feels as 
if the city and the developers 
have reached a partnership stage 
for the project. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts wanted more to be done to 
assure that the project would in- 


State Funds for CARES 


Jeopardized/Restored, Maybe

As one of 21 youth services 
bureaus (YSBs) throughout the 
State, Greenbelt CARES was 
slated to lose a significant por- 
tion of its state funding unless 
the governor restored $2.1 million 
to his proposed Fiscal Year 2006 
state budget — the amount the 
YSBs received in 2005. 

Two hearings were held in 
Annapolis on the funding. 
Greenbelt’s Delegate Tawanna 
Gaines, a member of the Mary- 
land Legislature’s House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the 
News Review that YSBs will re- 
ceive the same amount of state 
funding as in FY2005. The 
money goes toward counseling, 
crisis intervention and drug and 
alcohol intervention. 

Greenbelt CARES’ FY2005 
budget totaled $393,400. Of that, 
$77,500 was provided by the 
state under a 75-25 percent for- 
mula whereby the city provided a 
matching grant of $26,000. The 
remainder of the 2005 budget in- 
cluded $15,000 in county grants, 


$800 in GED co-pays, $20,000 for 
a Youth Consolidation Grant and 
an additional $254,100 under a 
category described as “Excess 
Funded 100 percent by City.” 

Put simply, the state gets an 
additional $315,900 in services 
for its contribution of $77,500. 
What started out to be a 75-25 
match in the 1970s is now a 5- 
1 overmatch provided primarily 
by the City of Greenbelt. 

When reached for comment 
last week, Greenbelt CARES Di1- 
rector Liz Park said she was 
“hopeful that the legislators will 
realize the devastation that 
would come for kids” if the 
funding were not restored. 

Delegate Gaines told the News 
Review that “YSBs do excellent 
work.” 

(As the News Review went to 
press there had been no official 
confirmation presented by the 
Governor’s office to indicate the 
funding had actually been re- 
stored.) 


clude sufficient space for active 
recreation including ballfields. 
That section of Greenbelt has al- 
ways been underserved for recre- 
ational facilities, he said, and 
wanted the provision in the 
agreement dealing with recreation 
amenities to be more concrete re- 
garding active recreation areas. 
Other members of council ex- 
pressed the view that the new 
agreement is much improved. 

Lawrence Taub, representing 
Quantum Companies (Beltway 
Plaza), raised concerns that the 
proposed agreement did not 
mention the 1998 market study 
that had been an issue in the 
city’s and Beltway Plaza’s legal 
challenge of the conceptual site 
plan and preliminary plan of 
subdivision approvals. Beltway 
Plaza considers that the market 
study used to support those ap- 
provals was deficient in that it 
did not provide justification for 
“upscale retail” as required by 
legislation passed by the county 
applicable to the Metro project. 

In response, Greenbelt Coun- 
sel Robert Manzi noted that 
“upscale” retail is part of the 
legislation and would not have 
to be part of the agreement. He 
noted that the issue was not part 
of the settlement agreement be- 
ing considered last year before it 
was scuttled and that an addi- 
tional market study will be re- 
quired at the time of the de- 
tailed site plan review.

Bicycles as Vehicles 


With reference to last week’s 
letter “No Timid Cyclists in 
Roundabouts”: 

If it is true that Maryland law 
provides that “bicycles are 
treated as vehicles in Maryland,” 
why are bicyclists so rarely seen 
observing the vehicular traffic 
laws pertaining to stop signs, traf- 
fic signals, etc.? 

While bicycle operators are 
certainly not the only offenders 
in this regard, there can be no 
doubt that a very high percent- 
age of adult bicyclists exempt 
themselves from many of the traf- 
fic controls that apply to all ve- 
hicles traveling on local streets 
and roadways. 

On the other hand, why does 
it seem that such common (and 
conspicuous) traffic offenses sel- 
dom attract the attention of law 
enforcement? It cannot be ar- 
gued that a bicycle running a 
red light or stop sign (usually 
with no reduction in speed) poses 
much less risk to public safety 
than any other vehicle doing the 
same. 

Posing considerably less risk, 
but just as disregarding of public 
rules, are those riders who rou- 
tinely fail to dismount their bi- 
cycles in well-posted pedestrian- 
only areas such as Roosevelt 
Center. One can seldom visit 
the central plaza without encoun- 
tering adults and children wheel- 
ing along (and sometimes around 
and around) among the pedes- 
trian crowd. Those ramps are 
provided for handicap access, 
folks, not for two-wheelers. 

How are we supposed to 
teach our community’s children 
to respect the simple rules of 
modern life in the face of such 
blatant disregard by adults? 
conspicuously bad examples on 
a level applying directly to 
children’s learned behavior . . . 
think about it.

Pedestrian Safety 

At about 6:40 p.m. on Satur- 
day, March 12 Barbara J. Cassidy, 
who was returning by foot to 
Greenbelt East after attending a 
service at St. Hugh’s Church, was 
sideswiped while in the cross- 
walk of Greenbelt Road by a car 
traveling west in the lane next to 
the median. The rearview mirror 
on the passenger side of the car 
hit her left arm, fracturing the 
bone just above her elbow. The 
side of the car badly bruised the 
left side of her left leg. She was 
thrown to the pavement. Her 
feet were severely injured, espe- 
cially her left foot, the big toe 
and the four metatarsels being 
broken and three metatarsels be- 
ing fractured in the right foot. 

Someone called the Greenbelt 
Police to inform them of my 
wife’s accident. My wife got to 
her feet and walked to the corner 
of Frankfurt Drive and Greenbelt 
Road, turned around and re- 
turned to the median. Here two 
young men in the car that hit 
her picked her up and upon 
strong request brought her to the 
townhouse unit that we live in 
on Somerset Court. She wanted 
to go to Sibley Hospital where 
her orthopedist operates, she did 
not want to go to Laurel or 
Prince George’s Hospitals. Our 
neighbors notified the police 
about 7 p.m. and also notified 
my wife’s orthopedist using his 
answering service that my wife 
was going to be driven to Sibley 
Hospital. The police arrived 
about 7:15 p.m. and told my wife 
an ambulance would only take 
her to Laurel or Prince George’s. 
I arrived on foot from Greenbelt 
Center and put my wife, whose 
feet were causing her great pain, 
in our car and drove to Sibley 
Hospital. We were there until 1 
a.m. 


Greenbelt claims to be a walk- 
ing community, but the Greenbelt 
Road crosswalks at Hanover Park- 
way, Frankfurt Drive and Mandan 
Road are not walker friendly. The 
medians at Hanover and Frankfurt 
are not safe places to stand; 
these two areas are muddy and 
littered with broken auto parts. I 
do not believe the two yellow 
crosswalk school signs on both 
the east and west lanes of the 
Frankfurt intersection and the 
“School 35 mph” signs are being 
noticed by motorists. Most cars 
go about 50 mph. I know that 
Route 193 is a state road but 
something should be done to 
make the Frankfurt intersection 
safer, e.g., a blinking yellow light, 
a cement walk, not mud and a 
curb located on the median so 
that a pedestrian can safely stand 
in this area if he or she can not 
complete crossing Greenbelt 
Road. When I heard that my 
wife was standing on the median 
when the two young men picked 
her up, I thought she was lucky 
that she was not hit again. Cer- 
tainly something can be done to 
make these crosswalks safer, oth- 
erwise make a law that pedestri- 
ans can not cross these roads if 
a guard is not present. This is 
not a walking community; just 
walk in your own area, drive to 
others.

What are some things that con- 
sumers can do to nourish them- 
selves in a way that is environ- 
mentally and humanly sustain- 
able? The panel will include 
Michel Cavigelli of USDA, 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) and Mishkan To- 
rah; Martha Tomecek of USDA, 
BARC and Mishkan Torah; and 
Rabbi Jonathan Cohen of 
Mishkan Torah. 

The forum is free, open to 
the public and pegged for free- 
flowing discussion.

Proposed Voting Changes 
Requires Council Worksession

Judith Ott, chairperson of the 
Greenbelt Board of Elections, 
presented a report on early vot- 
ing and voting by mail to City 
Council March 14. Council- 
member Rodney Roberts’ sugges- 
tion that a worksession be set to 
discuss all the issues was sup- 
ported by the council. 

Questions on early voting and 
mail voting were referred by 
council to the Board of Elections 
at the January 10 meeting. The 
board’s findings: 

e Voting options should be 
made available in all precincts. 

e Any significant change in 
the voting process or procedures 
should require substantial review 
of and revision to the city charter 
and city code. 

e Establishing multiple days 
on which voting machines would 
be available raises too many ma- 
jor concerns with increased costs, 
staffing and security for this 
year’s election (November 2005). 

e Expanded voting by mail 
would be easier, quicker and 
cheaper to implement, since it 
would essentially be a broadening 
of eligibility for absentee voting. 
Although it would require further 
study by the board, it might be 
possible to start this in 2005. 

e Residents’ awareness and 
knowledge of city elections and 
candidates are restricted by both 
the council candidates’ agree- 
ment to limit use of campaign 
signs on private property and the 
city law prohibiting electioneer- 
ing within 300 feet of the polls. 
Either or both of these practices 
could be easily changed on a 
“pilot” or trial basis for an elec- 
tion or two to assess the impact. 

e Consider voting on Sunday 
rather than Tuesday, as is done 
elsewhere in the world. 

The Board of Elections noted 
that Oregon is now voting en- 


tirely by mail and Washington 
state recently passed legislation 
to give Washington counties the 
option to vote entirely by mail. 
In any case, the board recom- 
mended to council that it take a 
sequential approach in consider- 
ing any changes by modifying 
the electioneering law and/or the 
campaign sign agreement prior 
to making changes to actual vot- 
ing methods. If that has no im- 
pact, then implement and take 
the time to evaluate an ex- 
panded voting by mail system. 
Increasing the number of days 
that voting machines would be 
available is a last resort. 

In the ensuing discussion by 
council, no consensus for any of 
the proposed options appeared 
within reach. Council opinions 
on making any changes to the 
electioneering and sign proce- 
dures were mixed, with Roberts 
more likely to support relaxation of 
the procedures. Mayor Judith 
Davis and Councilmember Leta 
Mach were not quite ready to dis- 
mantle procedures in place for 
more than a decade. Council did 
appear to be receptive to the ex- 
panded mail ballot approach but 
recognized that more work needed 
to be done to plan for such a 
change. The timing for imple- 
menting such a change for the 
November 2005 elections would 
require accelerated planning. Ott 
noted that the board has not dis- 
cussed any details that would be 
involved in implementing an ex- 
panded mail system. 

Energy Savings 

Council followed a staff rec- 
ommendation to authorize par- 
ticipation in the Baltimore/Wash- 
ington Corridor Chamber of 
Commerce Cooperative Electric- 
ity Program. It is believed that 
the city would be able to get 
lower rates for buying electricity.

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A Bunny's Tale: 


Silly Bunny Finds a Home

It was the first day 
of spring, Palm Sunday 
2005. Granny went to 
the Greenbelt Co-op to 
shop. The first thing 
she saw was me, lying 
forlornly atop a box 
next to the plastic eggs 
and the colored grass. 
looked like a nice lady and she 
was headed straight toward me, 
so I perked up and put on my 
brightest smiles. 

“Well, hello,’ said I. Startled 
only for an instant, she replied, 
“Hi there,” with a warm smile. 
That’s all I needed to pour out 
my whole sad story. 

My name is Silly Bunny. For 
as long as I can remember, I lived 
in a home for stray bunnies in 
Oklahoma. I was surrounded by 
hundreds of playmates but I 
dreamed of adventures far be- 
yond the garden fence. One day 
a man in a red hat came by. He 
offered to pay some of us to de- 
liver chocolate eggs for three 
weeks. I volunteered immediately 
with a truckload of my friends. 

At first we were elated and 
worked hard from sun up to sun- 
set. But we grew hungry, for the 
man gave us no fresh lettuce or 
carrots, only a few dry pellets 
and a little water. When one of 
my friends broke open a package 
of chocolate eggs to give us 
some energy, the man cursed and 
threw him out on the side of the 
road, frightening us half to death. 
All through the long dark nights 
we drove, huddled together in 
the cold locked truck, hardly able 
to breathe until we hopped out 
each morning to begin work. (As 
you can see, I left home without 
even thinking about changing my 
bunny slippers for shoes, so my 
poor feet were swollen and blis- 
tering.)

e MD/GM shall provide to the city a detailed plan indicat- 
ing environmental impacts, as well as alternatives to minimize 
and avoid such impacts. 

Urban Design: 

e Parking areas shall be generally located to the rear or side 
of buildings, below grade, or in a parking structure, except for 
short term convenience parking. 

e MD/GM will design and create a gateway on Metro Access 
Drive at Cherrywood Lane, subject to the approval by the city. 

e Retail components shall be designed as a “main street” or 
“lifestyle” design, not as a mall. 

e The North Core shall include open space of sufficient num- 
ber and quantity to impart an environment of openness and to 
provide locations for informal gatherings. Open spaces shall mea- 
sure in aggregate, at least one acre. These spaces shall be open 
to the public and open air. 

¢e No businesses with drive through windows, car washes or 
gas or service stations are permitted. Banks and pharmacies 
with drive-up windows are permitted in the South Core, so long 
as the drive-up is related to a walk-in retail or service establish- 
ment. 

e Billboards are not permitted. 

e In the North Core, building heights shall generally range 
from 4 to 10 stories with a maximum height of 140 feet from fin- 
ished grade, except landmark buildings which may rise to 12 sto- 
ries with a maximum height of 165 feet from finished grade. 

e In the South Core, building heights shall generally range 
from 2 to 5 stories with a maximum height of 70 feet from finished 
grade.

Police Arrest Seven 
In DWI Campaign 

On Thursday, March 17 the 
Greenbelt Police Department initi- 
ated a DWI Saturation Patrol as 
part of the Checkpoint Strikeforce 
Campaign. The saturation patrol 
resulted in four driving while im- 
paired/driving under the influence 
arrests, one driving while sus- 
pended arrest, one possession of 
cocaine with intent to distribute 
arrest and one possession of para- 
phernalia arrest.

Checkpoint Strikeforce is an 
intensive enforcement effort spon- 
sored by the National Highway 
Safety Administration targeting al- 
cohol and drug impaired drivers.

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Beware of Online 


Banking Scams 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment warns citizens to be cau- 
tious of any emails that allege 
to be from an online bank or 
other bill paying service. These 
emails usually claim that the ac- 
count has been suspended due 
to irregularities, unauthorized 
account access or that the com- 
pany is updating its files. These 
sites appear to be legitimate 
banking websites, with online 
forms ready to be filled out. Do 
not fill out these forms and do 
not respond to these types of 
emails because these sites are 
actually from internet scam art- 
ists. 

Regardless of the reason 
given, what these “companies” 
are trying to do is obtain per- 
sonal information, such as So- 
cial Security number, bank ac- 
count numbers, credit card num- 
bers and personal identification 
(PIN) numbers. This type of 
scam is referred to as “phishing” 
and this information can be 
used by criminals to either steal 
your identity or to directly ac- 
cess your bank account. 

Some of the company names 
that have been used in emails re- 
ceived by some Greenbelt em- 
ployees are: Bank of Oklahoma, 
Washington Mutual (WAMU), Re- 
gions Bank, Huntington Bank 
and PayPal.

This 
website also has information 
about internet-related scams and 
con games.

Wrestling with an Iguana 


At Greenbelt Arts Center

An opening night audience at 
the Greenbelt Arts Center 
clapped energetically at the end 
of “The Night of the Iguana” on 
Friday, March 18. Viewers filled 
more than half the seats for this 
seminal play by Tennessee Will- 
iams, which first carried the day 
on Broadway in 1961. It will 
continue here on weekends 
March 25 to April 9.

Recently-widowed owner Maxine 
Faulk (Cathy Barth) strides on 
stage after a daytime layabout 
with a staffer, young Pedro 
(Samuel Encarnacion). Soon, in 
clumps Larry Shannon (Andrew 
Schneider), tour guide and 
defrocked minister. He is in the 
grips of a fearful headache and 
tormenting frustration with his 
bused-in group of 11 Baptist 
women teachers from Texas 
(holed up down hill) and with 
his own life. 

The trick to acting, quoth 
Charlie Chaplin, is “entrances 
and exits.” Both Faulk and Sh- 
annon come on strong with high- 
voltage rancor, followed in kind 
by venomous group-leader Ms. 
Fellowes (Malca Giblin) and 
young Charlotte Goodall (Jobie 
Watson). The latter is a teacher 
desperate to pair up further with 
Shannon. 

For contrast, bus driver Hank 
(Dave Solomon) tries to soft-soap 
the bus key back from the recal- 
citrant guide who wants the 
group to stay on at the Costa 
Verde. 

With the arrival of artist 
Hannah (Cassie Lee) — another 
of Tennessee Williams’ women 
wounded by life’s meaner thrusts 
— a full-tilt battle between tastes 
and values takes on new shad- 
ings. She is escorting her aged 
father Nonno (Philip Brandis) the 
oldest living poet of renown we 
are told repeatedly, with that 
edge of irony that Williams 
hones so variously. 

In the meantime contentious 


byplay salted with sharp quips 
between strung-out Shannon and 
Maxine drives matters. Hannah, 
with the adept Nonno, and the 
tour bus stranded down the drive- 
way add other vectors. In Act II 
Jake Latta (Steve Yednock), sent 
by the tour company, shows up 
to challenge Shannon further. 

Backed by producer Gene 
Duarte, director Barth (who took 
on Williams’ “A Streetcar Named 
Desire” at the Arts Center six years 
ago) leads cast and crew in wres- 
tling with a play whose namesake 
— the iguana — counts for more 
offstage than on. It’s smuggled on 
in a closed sack by Pedro and 
Pancho (Brian Moors), then tied 
up behind the Costa Verde. 

Like the proverbial gun seen 
in Act I, look for it to go off by 
play’s end in an unexpected di- 
rection. Along the way simu- 
lated lightning and real trickles 
of water prink up a tropical rain- 
storm. 

In a key exchange Maxine — 
who wants Shannon to stay with 
her — importunes him on his 
womanizing: Why does he have 
to take on all these young 
women? 

“People,” he intones, “need 
human contact.” Contact there is 
aplenty between the mixed char- 
acters cast up in the play’s re- 
mote redoubt. Hackles are 
raised, anger abounds. What 
kind of resolution, if any, works 
out for Maxine and Shannon, 
much less others, by the end?

An aneurysm can form in 
the weakened wall and rupture 
(or tear), causing serious inter- 
nal bleeding. In fact, 80 per- 
cent of ruptured AAAs lead to 
death. 

Most people with an AAA 
have no warning. People may 
be at risk if they are over 60 
years of age, have pulmonary 
disease, cardiovascular disease, 
a family history of AAA or are 
a smoker. 

Screening can help detect 
AAA early, so the disease can 
be treated before it leads to se- 
rious consequences. 

Call 800-772-8390 for more in- 
formation. A trained expert can 
help confirm positive risk factors 
and determine whether screening 
iS appropriate. Screenings will 
take place by appointment only. 
Call to schedule a time as soon 
as possible 

The AAA screening is pain- 
less, private and only takes about 
five minutes. It is very important 
to one’s health, so don’t wait to 
call.

In October 1881, a 29-year- 
old priest, Fr. Michael J. 
McGivney, met with a small 
group of men in the basement 
of St. Mary’s Church in New 
Haven, Connecticut. These 
men were dedicated to their re- 
ligion, their families and the 
defense of their country. On 
March 29, 1882, this group of 
men was incorporated as the 
Knights of Columbus.
